1902: (Aug. 27-28) — America's first summer art group 
holds an initial exhibition in the Phoebe Griffin 
Noyes Library, Old Lyme, Conn. 

1914: Having continued uninterrupted annual exhibi- 
tions the group forms the Lyme Art Association, 
a non-profit organization to further the cause of 
art. 

1 921 : (Aug. 6-Sept. 7) — No interruption in the annual 
displays and in this year the Association com- 
pletes and occupies its own gallery. 

1925: (June 20-July 5) — The Association holds itsfirst 
"Water Color" show — now known as the Spring 
exhibition — as a "curtain raiser” totheSummer 
exhibition. 

1933: (Sept. 21 -Oct. 1 4) — The first Autumn exhibition 
is introduced. 

1 938: (June 10) — The Goodman wing is dedicated and 
in the same season Annual Summer exhibition 
adds water colors, pastels, prints and drawings 
to a display previously restricted to oil paintings 
and sculpture. 

In the subsequent years the Annual exhibitions 
have continued in like manner. 

1981: The Forty-ninth Autumn Exhibition by Artist 
Members will open Aug. 8th through September 
13.

OR over a century the lower Connecticut River Valley 
has attracted creative artists. In 1900 Henry W. 
Ranger, an artist in search of inspiration, found in the 
region around Old Lyme an abundance of natural beauty. 
Through his work and his enthusiasm for the material he 
had discovered, he excited the interest of a few of his 
fellow artists in landscape painting in this area. 


Two years later this small group held a two-day ex- 
hibition in the Phoebe Griffin Noyes Library and thereby 
pioneered America's first summer art show. The pro- 
ceeds from the fifty cents admission charge were do- 
nated to the library. (A circulating library existed in Lyme 
as early as 1 787). 


Next year, 1903, the poster announcing the second 
annual three-day exhibition listed nineteen exhibitors 
and a train schedule to and from Hartford, New Haven 
and New London, with a footnote stating "A stage will 
carry visitors to and from the trains free of charge." 

With a gradually extending exhibition period and a 
growing membership of nationally known and distin- 
guished artists these shows continued to be held in the 
Public Library until 1921, when the present gallery de- 
signed by Charles Platt was inaugurated. This gallery 
has the unique distinction of being the first art gallery 
known to have been built and financed entirely by the 
artists themselves. 


Since the Lyme Art Association has always been a 
non-profit group, the gallery associates and the active 
artists have sponsored the annual shows. The Associa- 
tion invites exhibitors, wholivewithlna20mile distance 
of the gallery, to submit their work to an all-member 
artist jury for the Spring and Summer exhibitions. The 
Fall exhibition features the work of member artists 
exclusively.
